Those Trees 


The cutting of the trees that are 
standing in the path of the widen­ 
ed Northwest highway is inevitable. 
lf it is not done at this time, it will 
be done within the next five years. 
The Herald believes that there is 
not a citizen in Arlington Heights 
who does not hate to see anyone of 
those trees touched. 
It is as natur­ 
al for citizens to rise up in their de­ 
fense as it is for a man to want to 
protect his own property. 
Those 
trees have been with us so long we 
all consider them a nurt of Ar­ 
lington Heights and the man who 
is ready to fight in their defense 
is within his rights. 
However, it is also inevitable that 
the Northwest Highway must be 
widened. 
The mistake, if it was a 
mistake, was made when the high­ 
way was originally given its pres­ 
ent location. 
Today a decision must be made 
on how that highway is to be wid­ 
ened. 
Any mistake that is made 
today will be a mistake always. Tho 
only real question at issue is the 
right location of the widened high­ 
way—whether or not that street is 
to be only a thru traffic lane or one 
to he also used as an asset to the 
Arlington Heights business district. 
The Herald believes that it is in- 
that business will take the place of 
the homes. 
There is probably not a “saver 
of trees” in Arlington Heights who 
would be willing to have his resi­ 
dence upon that avenue of trees. He 
knows that it has ceased to be a 
residential street. 
It is inevitable 
that business will usurp the homes. 
Instead of becoming angry with 
each other and flinging hard words 
against our neighbors, the Herald 
suggests that both sides get to­ 
gether and solve the question in a 
business and good neighborly way 
upon the following basis: 
First let the state highway en­ 
gineers fix the best right of way 
for the widened highway, from an 
engineering standpoint 
with 
the 
provision that as far as possible 
trees are not to be needlessly sac­ 
rificed. 
Second. 
All parties agree that 
they will get behind any movement 
! that. is originated by 
the 
park 
board for a village park. 
Any other solution of the plan 
will mean a continual controverse*.

number of property 
owners led by Fred Gussewille, Mr. 
Freeman and Mr. Recht appeared 
before the board Monday evening 
and protested the passage of th** 
ordinance as they did not wish to 
;ee their farm land within th** vil- 
age limits. 
Mr. ii. Remus made a pow* ful 
appeal on behalf of Mr. Freeman 
md Mr. Gussewille citing the low 
price of farm products as compar­ 
ed with the high cost of local im­ 
provements and higher taxes and 
sked the board to hold off the 
annexation until such tim*.* as these 
gentleman had sold their farms and 
some 
subdivider desired to have 
property 
annexed. 
Many 
other 
property owners owning land with­ 
in the lim its of the proposed annex­ 
ation also protested 
against 
the 
passage of the ordinance, saying 
that they had had no notification 
of the court hearing and had not 
seen it advertised and knew noth­ 
ing about it. 
The 
representations of the ob­ 
jectors were so strong and . o ably 
presented that sentiment 
of

board members as expressed in th* 
discussion

to 
crystalize 
against the annexation, although a 
majority of the property

A f­ 
ter a lenghty and at times s o m e ­ 
what heated discussion the board j 
voted to refer all action for one j 
week. 
They agreed with the ob- J 
jectors to leave out a great deal j 
of the territory in the original |fan 
and they will next meet Monday 
night to decide on the revised boun­ 
daries of the territory to be an- I 
Hexed if any. 
Frcxm the present i 
indications both r«j#i«I houses which 
were included in the original plan 
will be excluded from the new one. 
Why the board should have gone 
to the trouble and expense of go­ 
ing 
through the annexation 
pro­ 
gram up to the point of the passage 
of the ordinance if they were eoire 
to fall apart and drop the matter 
at the final moment, is hard to un­ 
derstand. 
There appeared to be a 
decided lack of definite understand­ 
ing between th** property own# rs 
and board and between the board 
members themselves a 
to what it 
was all about and if some agree­ 
ment cannot he reached between all 
parties concerned the entire annex­ 
ation issue might as well he drop­ 
ped and forgotten or a new plan 
worked out taking into the village 
a small amount of territory immed­ 
iately adjacent to th** Village which 
really desires to come into the vil­ 
lage because of th** benefits to be 
derived therefrom.

synod lias 3,297 pastors, 3,642 con­ 
gregations, 1,086,952 souls, 
1,390 
Christian day schools with 81,082 
scholars, 2,402 Sunday schools with 
10,722 children, 1,270 teachers and 
513 lady teachers. 
In addition 382 
pastors 
and 
85 
students 
teach 
school. 
Last year 33,5125 children 
and 1,611 adults 
were 
baptized. 
Your synod has two seminaries 
each, for the preparation of pastors 
and teachers, and eleven colleges in 
the United States and Canada, a 
combined college and 
theological 
seminary in Brazil, a teachers sem ­ 
inary in Argentina, and a Mission 
Seminary in Nagereoil, India, and 
Hankow, China—a total of 19 in­ 
stitutions. 
The value of this prop­ 
erty is $10,243,000.00 
180 instruct­ 
ors teach 3,000 students at these 
colleges and seminaries. 
Some of us think of the Synod 
as though it were a foreign power 
made up of ministers, 
professors, 
presidents, hoards, committees, and 
other officials, who, from time to

the sums which we raise for the 
J activities of the kingdom of God at 
! large. 
Really we ought to thank 
1 them for all they do. 
Very few of 
I them are paid by us for the time 
S and service they give. 
The institu- 
I tions which are being maintainer! 
‘ through synod, under the direction 
I of our officials are really our own 
I institutions. 
All of them are nec- 
! essary for the well-being 
of 
the 
[ church, and of our own congrega­ 
tion. 
Synod is really doing us a 
favor in joining lands with us to 
get all these important tasks done. 
W hat would be our plight if we 
were left to manage all these a f­ 
fairs without help from other con­ 
gregations. 
The money which synod receives
